McCord testified that Giddy told him 
Mitchell approv ed plan s an d bu dget 
for the operation in Febru ary 19 72, 
while he was still attorn ey gen eral, the 
sou rces said. 
McCord testified before a special 
Sen ate com m ittee in v estigatin g the 
W atergate operation . Bu t the com­ 
m ittee wou ld say on ly that he gav e “a 
great deal of in formation on a wide 


ran ge of su bjects.” 
The Post story said; 
“ Accordin g to the sou rces, McCord 
in dicated that he kn ew of addition al 
illegal wiretaps bu t wou ld n ot discu ss 
them with the Sen ate W atergate com ­ 
mittee u n less he is gran ted immu n ity 
from fu rther prosecu tion . 
“ McCord also said that he had been 
told by Uddy an d former White Hou se 
con su ltan t E. H ow ard Hu n t J r ., 
an other con spirator, that presiden tial 
Cou n sel John W Dean III an d former 
White Hou se assistan t Jeb Stu art 
M agru der had adv an ce kn owledge of 
the bu ggin g operation , accordin g to 
the sou rces.”

U.S. prison ers of war today , an d two 
gian t C141 tran sports brou ght them to 
Clark Air Base for their first stop on 
the way home. 
The release of the 6 7 cleared the 
Commu n ist prison s in In dochin a of the 
587 Am erican s Han oi had reported 
were captiv es at the sign in g of the 
cease-fire agreem en t two mon ths ago. 
Bu t the Viet Con g tu rn ed u p an other 
man who will be freed this weeken d. 
The first C141 from Han oi lan ded 40 
men early ton ight in a drizzle that 
failed to dampen the en thu siasm of a 
cheerin g crowd of 6 00 American s. 
The secon d C141 tou ched down 42 
min u tes later with the other 27. 
“This is a day of joy an d pride,” the 
sen ior man on the first flight, Air 
Force Gt. Col. Jam es W. O’Neill, 42, of 
I*is Vegas, Nev ., told the ex u beran t 
crowd. “ What cou ld be more joy ou s 
than 
to be 
deliv ered 
from 
y ou r 
en emies an d retu rn to y ou r frien ds. 
“The pride we hav e in ou r n ation an d 
ou r gov ern men t cou ld n ot be greater. 
An d this day ju stifies ou r faith. POWs 
n ev er hav e a n ice day , bu t we get on e 
great day . Each of u s than ks all of y ou 
for this u n forgettable day .” 
All the men on the first flight ap­ 
peared healthy an d smiled broadly , 
bu t sev eral had been in ju red an d 
salu ted with their left han ds. On e of 
them , Air Force Capt. Keith H. Ia' wi s, 


Spokesm en for M itchell, D ean , 
M agru der arid Colson hav e den ied in 
the past that an y of the fou r had an y 
adv an ce kn owledge abou t the Wa­ 
tergate case. 
While McCord was testify in g before 
the Sen ate com m ittee, Hu n t, with 
immu n ity from fu rther prosecu tion , 
was meetin g with a federal gran d ju ry . 
Hu n t was called back today for a third 
day of testimon y , 
'Hie gran d ju ry an d the com m ittee 
are after sim ilar in formation , the 
circ u m sta n ces 
su rrou n din g 
the 
bu ggin g of Democratic headqu arters 
an d other political espion age, if an y , 
du rin g last y ear’s presiden tial cam ­ 
paign . 
Hu n t, McCord an d fou r Cu ban s who 
pleaded gu ilty in the bu ggin g an d 
bu rg lary 
aw ait sen ten cin g. 
The 
sev en th defen dan t, Giddy , was sen ­ 
ten ced to at least six y ears an d eight 
mon ths in prison . 


In his gran d ju ry appe ara n ce 
Wedn esday , Hu n t refu sed to an swer 
six qu estion s on grou n ds of possible 
self-in crim in ation . He was taken 
before UJS. District Cou rt Ju dge John 
J. Sirica an d ordered to testify — 
gain in g immu n ity in the process. 
An in dication that the gov ern men t 
seeks to go bey on d the Ju n e 17, 19 72, 
W atergate breakin cam e in on e of the 
qu estion s propou n ded to Hu n t in the 
ju ry room. 
'‘Besides Thomas Gregory ,

there an y on e else y ou ev er recru ited 
for the pu rpose of en gagin g in spy in g 
on Democratic can didates for office - 
n ation al or local—or in other illegal

Gregory was a Brigham You n g 
Un iv ersity stu den t who testified at the 
trial that he was recru ited to spy on the 
presid en tial cam paig n s of Sen s.

Sirica: “ I will declin e to an swer the 
qu estion on grou n ds that a reply might 
ten d to in crimin ate m e.” 
After the immu n ity was gran ted, 
Hu n t spen t the aftern oon with the 
gran d ju ry , emergin g on ly a few times 
to con su lt with his attorn ey . Had he 
refu sed to an swer qu estion s, he wou ld 
hav e been taken before Ju dge Sirica 
an d cited for con tempt. 
McCord, who gain ed a delay in his

Baker characterized McCord’s in ­ 
formation as sign ifican t an d said all 
leads will 1m; followed u p. He declin ed 
to say if McCord du cked an y part of the 
com m ittee’s in qu iry . 
It is u n certain whether Sirica will 
sen ten ce McCord Friday as plan n ed or 
await the completion of qu estion in g. 
McCord had offered to back u p his 
charges in a closed cou rt session with 
the ju dge, bu t Wedn esday Sirica n oted 
McCord is testify in g before the Sen ate 
an d has agreed to come before the 
gran d ju ry . 
“The cou rt sees n o n eed to go for­ 
ward with the priv ate con feren ce 
between Mr. McCord an d the cou rt 
prev iou sly schedu led,” Sirica said.

fire on Jan . 28. Abou t 1,300 more 
American s are listed as missin g in 
action , an d in tern ation al teaips are to 
mov e ou t across Vietn am to search for 
traces of them , a job that is ex pected to 
take y ears.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - After a 
debate of a little more than three hou rs 
an d 24 floor speeches, the Ohio Hou se 
has approv ed ratification of the wo­ 
m en ’s equ al rights am en dm en t (ERA) 
an d sen t it to an u n certain fate in the 
Sen ate. 
The v ote Wedn esday was 56 -40 on the 
proposed U.S. Con stitu tion al am en d­ 
m en t which prohibits discrimin ation 
on the basis of sex . The m arathon 
hassle, c a rrie d on a 150-station 
n ation al edu cation al radio n etwork, 
in clu ded impassion ed speeches on both 
sides of the con trov ersial issu e which 
so far has been ratified by 30 states. 
Thirty -eight are requ ired. On e of the 
Hou se’s fou r women m em bers v oted 
“n o,” an d a male Hou se m em ber who 
also opposed showed u p in a Scottish 
kilt to draw atten tion to his fight 
again st it. 
“I feel a little fu n n y , bein g the on ly 
man in the room in a skirt, bu t 1 
wan ted to m ake a poin t,” said Rep, 
Thomas N. Kin dn ess, R-58 Hamilton .

Swan beck,

Hu ron , said she opposed the am en d- 
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m en t in an ticipation of what it might 
do to women in the areas of domestic 
re la tion s, fin an cial respon sibilities 
an d the draft.

Shaker Heights, led the fight for the 
am en dm en t in

Stin zian o, callin g opposition to the 
ERA “short sighted,” said action was 
n eeded n ow, or that otherwise, women 
may hav e to go on “for an other 100 
y ears” to obtain equ ality u n der the 
law.

n in g |x *r share in their histories, were 
n ot satisfied an d dem an ded Chairman 
E ckhart’s head.”

[» en din g before the commission “ hav e 
l*en plottin g an d schemin g for weeks 
to block the con firmation . 
“The real reason for this,” he said, 
“ is becau se I hav e tried to prov ide 
effectiv e

Eckhart said the Repu blican s in the 
Sen ate d em on strate d “ lou dly an d 
clearly ” they do n ot wan t “con su mer- 
orien ted regu lation .” 
Eckhart, holdin g a n ews con feren ce 
after the Sen ate v ote, blamed the 
action on lobby ists for Ohio Bell, 
Cin cin n ati an d Su bu rban Telephon e 
Co., Gen eral Telphon e an d the Clev e­ 
lan d Electric Illu min atin g Co., all of

Frederick Eckley of Ohio Bell in 
Clev elan d. Eckley later den ied the

Eckhart told n ewsmen he wan ted the 


reappoin tm en t on ly to force the Sen ate 
to take some action . The Sen ate did 
n othin g on his n omin ation two y ears 
ago, lettin g con firm ation becom e 
au tom atic with adjou rn men t of the 
109 th Gen eral Assembly . 
As a resu lt, said Eckhart, he felt he 
su ffered a “stigm a” in dealin g with 
the pu blic an d the press. He said the 
au tom atic salary in crease that came 
abou t becau se of the resign ation an d 
reappoin tm en t had n othin g to do with 
the m atter. 
Eckhart said he was losin g “$10,000 
to $15,000 a y ear” from what he cou ld 
Ik* makin g as a practicin g attorn ey . He 
said he had had sev eral lu crativ e of­ 
fers m recen t mon ths. 
“ U n fortu n ately , I m u st accept 
these,” he added.

WASHINGTON (AH) - Quoting 
Senate sources, The Washington Host 
said today that James W McCord Jr. 
testified he was told former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell approved plans to 
w iretap 
Dem ocratic 
national 
headquarters. 
The Host said McCord, a convicted 
W atergate 
conspirator, 
testified 
Wednesday that his information came 
from G. Gordon Uddy, a former White 
House aide who has been described as 
chief organizer of the 
wiretap 
operation. 
McCord testified that Uddy told him 
Mitchell approved plans and budget 
for the operation in February 1972, 
while he was still attorney general, the 
sources said. 
McCord testified before a special 
Senate committee investigating the 
Watergate operation. But the com­ 
mittee would say only that he gave “a 
great deal of information on a wide 


range of subjects.” 
The Host story said: 
“According to the sources, McCord 
indicated that he knew of additional 
illegal wiretaps but would not discuss 
them with the* Senate Watergate? com­ 
mittee unless he is granted immunity 
from further prosecution. 
“McCord also said that he had been 
told by Uddy and former White House 
consultant E. Howard Hunt J r., 
another conspirator, that presidential 
Counsel John W Dean III and former 
White House assistant J e t Stuart 
Magnifier had advance knowledge of 
the bugging operation, according to 
the sources.” 
The Host quoted the same sources as 
saying 
McCord 
told of 
receiving 
secontl-hand information that (Charles 
W. Colson, at the time a special 
counsel to I*resident Nixon, had ad­ 
vance knowledge of the burglary-wire- 
tapping operation.

(AH) — North Vietnam freed its last 67 
U.S. prisoners of war today, and two 
giant CHI transports brought them to 
Clark Air Base for their first stop on 
the way home. 
The release of the 67 cleared the 
Communist prisons in Indochina of the 
587 Americans Hanoi had reported 
were captives at the signing of the 
cease-fire agreement two months ago. 
But the Viet Cong turned up another 
man who will be freed this weekend. 
The first CHI from Hanoi landed 40 
men early tonight in a drizzle that 
failed to dampen the enthusiasm of a 
cheering crowd of 600 Americans. 
The second CHI touched down 42 
minutes later with the other 27. 
‘‘This is a day of joy and pride,” the 
senior man on the first flight, Air 
Force Ii. Col. James W. O’Neill, 42, of 
Las Vegas, Nev., told the exuberant 
crowd. “What could be more joyous 
than to be delivered 
from 
your 
enemies and return to your friends. 
“The pride we have in our nation and 
our government could not be greater. 
And this day justifies our faith. HOWS 
never have a nice day, but we get one 
great day. Each of us thanks all of you 
for this unforgettable day.” 
All the men on the first flight ap­ 
peared healthy and smiled broadly, 
but several had been injured and 
saluted with their left hands. One of 
them, Air Force (’apt.

NFO To Withhold Livestock

has told its members to withhold hogs, 
cattle and lambs from the market 
starting Unlay because of a record 
drop in hog prices and a decline in 
cattle prices. 
The influential farm group took the 
action Wednesday night because “the 
price drop on hogs has been so drastic 
that it requires immediate action,” 
NFO President Oren Iiee Staley said in 
Corning, Iowa. The NFOalsocalled for 
farm ers’ meetings in 15 cities Friday 
to determine future action. 


The falling prices came as plans for 
a nationwide meat boycott next week 
gained support. In San Francisco 
Wednesday, some 200 persons paraded 
at the Federal Building plaza and 
shouted pledges not to eat meat next 
week and on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
thereafter. 


“We want to see the meat rotting in 
the packing house lockers and maybe 
we’ll get action,” said Ray Alper of the 
Consumer Federation of California.

OhioHouseOKs Amendment 
On Rights; See Senate Snag 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - After a 
debate of a little more than three hours 
and 24 floor speeches, the Ohio House 
has approved ratification of the wo­ 
men’s equal rights amendment (ERA) 
and sent it to an uncertain fate in the 
Senate. 
The vote Wednesday was 56-40 on the 
proposed U.S. Constitutional amend­ 
ment which prohibits discrimination 
on the basis of sex. The marathon 
hassle, carried on a 150-station 
national educational radio network, 
included impassioned speeches on both 
sides of the controversial issue which 
so far has been ratified by 30 states. 
Thirty-eight are required. One of the 
House’s four women members voted 
“no,” and a male House member who 
also opposed showed up in a Scottish 
kilt to draw attention to his fight 
against it. 
“I feel a little funny, being the only 
man in the room in a skirt, but I 
wanted to make a point,” said Rep. 
Thomas N. Kindness, R-58 Hamilton.

Ethel G. 
Swanbeck, 
R-72 
Huron, said she opposed the amend-

ment in anticipation of what it might 
do to women in the areas of domestic 
relations, financial responsibilities 
and the draft. 
Reps. Michael H. Stinziano, D-30

flooded by television lights and an esti­ 
m ated 150-200 spectators, mostly 
women, who crowded the galleries.

Eckhart Rejection Brings Cry O f ‘Politics' 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John Gilligan and deposed Public 
Utilities Commission Chairman Henry 
W. Eckhart said the Ohio Senate’s 
rejection Wednesday of Eckhart’s ap­ 
pointment was engineered by utility 
companies seeking rate hikes. 
Gilligan also said the Republican- 
controlled Senate, in ousting Eckhart 
from his $25,168-a-year job, violated 
the “basic rules of fair play.” 
Gilligan said the utility companies, 
“who during calender 1972 enjoyed, 
virtually without exception, the 
highest net income and highest ear­ 
ning |x*r share in their histories, were 
not satisfied and demanded Chairman 
Eekhart’s head.” 
Eckhart said lobbyists for utility 
companies that have rate cases 


pending before the commission “have 
been plotting and scheming for weeks 
to blink the confirmation. 
“The real reason for this,” he said, 
“is because I have tried to provide 
effective regulation of utilities in 
Ohio.” 
Eckhart said the Republicans in the 
Senate dem onstrated ‘‘loudly and 
clearly” they do not want “consumer- 
oriented regulation.” 
Eckhart, holding a news conference 
after the Senate vote, blamed the 
action on lobbyists for Ohio Bell, 
Cincinnati and Suburban Telephone 
Co., General Telphone and the Cleve­ 
land Electric Illuminating Co., all of 
which he said have rate cases pending 
before the commission. 
Eckhart 
particularly 
blam ed 


Frederick Eckley of Ohio Bell in 
Cleveland. Eckley later denied the 
charge, saying the fact that the 
company has a rate case pending 
would be a reason not to lobby against 
Eckhart’s confirmation. 
Eckley said Ohio Bell had hoped for 
a promised finding by the commission 
by April 9, but “now chances of getting 
it are pretty slim.” 
Senate 
Republicans 
charged 
Eckhart with incompetency, claiming 
that the average PUCO case was not 
settled within 24 months, despite an in­ 
crease in the budget. 
Gilligan, who appointed Eckhart to 
two seats within the last two and a half 
years, called the Senate action a 
“violation of the basic rules of fair 
play,” iM'cause the Ways and Means 


Committee had not asked Eckhart to 
testify before it recommended against 
confirmation. 
Sen. Michael Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati, the Ways and Means chair­ 
man, said he would take responsibility 
for any such oversight. 
He said 
Eckhart appeared before his com­ 
mittee two years ago and he didn’t see 
anything that would have necessitated 
his reappearance in the new General 
Assembly. 
On Feb. 
I Gilligan perm itted 
Eckhart to resign two years into a six- 
year term and accept another six-year 
term . It perm itted the one-time 
Columbus lawyer to obtain a $2,288-a- 
year pay increase, which by statute is 
forbidden for in-term commissioners. 
Eckhart told newsmen he wanted the 


reappointment only to force the Senate 
to take some action. The Senate did 
nothing on his nomination two years 
ago, letting confirm ation become 
automatic with adjournment of the 
109th General Assembly. 
As a result, said Eckhart, he felt he 
suffered a “stigm a” in dealing with 
the public and the press. He said the 
automatic salary increase that came 
about because of the resignation and 
reappointment had nothing to do with 
the matter. 
Eckhart said he was losing “$10,000 
to $15,(HK) a year” from what he could 


Im * making as a practicing attorney. He 
said he had had several lucrative of­ 
fers in recent months. 
“ U nfortunately, I m ust accept 
these,” he added. 


Also in response to the court order, 
HEW has asked IO Southern and 
border states for updated reports on 
their college-desegregation progress 
by April 23.

Hundreds of volunteers worked 
through Wednesday to sandbag a 
secondary levee at Old Monroe, Mo. 
The secondary levee is the only thing 
left between the waters and 2,700 acres 
of farmland and about 600 homes near 
Old Monroe. 


A Foley, Mo., woman, Charlotte 
Hadler,

when

refrigerator on her flood porch toppled 
over and pinned her underwater. The 
Lincoln County coroner said the cause 
of death was not immediately deter­ 
mined, but Mrs. Hadler could have 
been drowned or electrocuted by the 
appliance. 
A spokesman for the Army Corps of 


Engineers said, "We are having a 
record flood now. We’re higher than 
the 1947 flood which local people re­ 
member as the biggest ever." 
In southeastern Missouri, about 150 
families were forced from their homes 
and 70,000 acres of farmland was 
under water. Several tornadoes were 
cited in Missouri, but there were no 
reports of injuries. 
In Tennessee, some 50,000 acres of 
land were underwater. Sandbagging 
continued at the Memphis dock, but 
the city was protected by the high 
Chickasaw bluff. 
In one Tennessee county, 175 
families had left their homes. The 
crest was expected to pass today. 
Few places in the country escaped 
some precipitation. There was more 
snow in the central and southern 
Rockies and intermountain region. 
Flagstaff, Ariz. picked up 7 inches of 
snow overnight, bringing its ac­ 
cumulation to 35 inches. 
Fair weather prevailed over the 
West Coast into the northern Rockies 
and Northern Plains, the Southern 
Plains and the middle and northern 
Atlantic states. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 11 at Williston, N.D., to 74 at Key 
West, Fla.

FB I 
records show that the last measurable 
decrease in crime was 2 per cent, in 
1957. 
"This is the day that we have been 
looking forward to for many years,” 
said Atty. Gen. Richard G. Klein- 
dienst. "It is an important milestone in 
the fight to reduce crime and is 
directly attributable to the strong 
efforts of law enforcement officers 
throughout the nation to turn back the 
wave of crime that rolled up in the 
1960s.” 
Forcible rape, however, was up 11 
per cent for the year. Murders in­ 
creased by 4 per cent and aggravated 
assault by 6 per cent. But a 4 per cent 
decrease was recorded for robberies, 
which make up the largest number of 
crimes in the violent category. 
The report, released by F B I Acting 
Director L. Patrick Gray III, said that 
crimes of violence increased by 1 per 
cent, down from a 9 per cent increase 
the previous year. 
Decreases in the number of serious 
crimes were reported by 94 major 
cities in 1972. This compared with 53 
cities in 1971, 22 in 1970, and 17 in 1969. 
An average decrease of 7 per cent 
was reported for cities with more than 
100,000 population. Suburban areas, 
however, showed an increase of 2 per 
cent, but this was less than an 11 per 
cent increase in 1971. 
In rural areas, crime rose by 4 per 
cent, compared to a 6 per cent increase 
the previous year. 
Crimes against property were down 
3 per cent, compared with a 6 per cent 
increase in 1971. Auto theft dropped by 
7 per cent, larceny of $50 and over 
declined 3 per cent, and burglary 
showed a 2 per cent drop.

Major Crime 
Shows Drop 


During 1972 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The first 
decrease in serious crime in 17 years 
has been reported by the FBI in its 
Uniform Crime Reports for 1972, al­ 
though the agency said rapes and 
murders increased. 
. 
Crimes classified as serious were 
down by 3 per cent overall. FBI 
records show that the last measurable 
decrease in crime was 2 per cent, in 
1957. 
“ This is the day that we have been 
looking forward to for many years,” 
said Atty. Gen. Richard G. Klein- 
dienst. “ It is an important milestone in 
the fight to reduce crime and is 
directly attributable to the strong 
efforts of law enforcement officers 
throughout the nation to turn back the 
wave of crime that rolled up in the 
1960s.” 
Forcible rape, however, was up ll 
per cent for the year. Murders in­ 
creased by 4 per cent and aggravated 
assault by 6 per cent. But a 4 per cent 
decrease was recorded for robberies, 
which make up the largest number of 
crimes in the violent category. 
The report, released by F B I Acting 
Director L. Patrick Gray III, said that 
crimes of violence increased by I per 
cent, down from a 9 per cent increase 
the previous year. 
Decreases in the number of serious 
crimes were reported by 94 major 
cities in 1972. This compared with 53 
cities in 1971,22 in 1970, and 17 in 1969. 
An average decrease of 7 per cent 
was reported for cities with more than 
100,000 population. Suburban areas, 
however, showed an increase of 2 per 
cent, but this was less than an ll per 
cent increase in 1971. 
In rural areas, crime rose by 4 per 
cent, compared to a 6 per cent increase 
the previous year. 
Crimes against property were down 
3 per cent, compared with a 6 per cent 
increase in 1971. Auto theft dropped by 
7 per cent, larceny of $50 and over 
declined 3 per cent, and burglary 
showed a 2 per cent drop. 
The F B I’s Uniform Crime Reports 
are a compilation of police statistics 
that are supplied by local, county and 
state law enforcement agencies.

NEW YORK (AP) - In th e h ectic, 
risky game of commodity futures 
trading, factors such as crop reports, 
weath er conditions, gov ernment 
policy , consumer income, eating 
h abits and world trade prospects all 
figure in th e calculations. 
Seemingly it is a very real world of 
h ard facts th at, if studied and un­ 
derstood, will permit th e speculator to 
forecast accurately th e price of frozen 
ch ickens or corn or silver or 60 oth er 
items up to a y ear ah ead. 
But th ere is an element of unreality 
too. In only about one per cent of 
trades does th e speculator really want 
delivery at a future date. He is really 
trading in risks rath er th an products; 
most often h e sells out before delivery . 
Wh o does get deliv ery . Eventually it 
ends

in 
th e 
wareh ouses 
of 
processors and distributors wh o really 
want and need to buy cocoa, h ogs, 
coffee, bacon, eggs or wh at h ave y ou. 
With out real buy ers, th ere’s be no 
market. 
Producers and processors of com­ 
modities trade mainly because th ey 
want to stabilize th eir prices. Th ey are 
willing to buy and sell at specific 
prices now—for commodities to be de­ 
livered at a future date. 
Speculators, wh o make up th e oth er 
part of th e market, are willing to 
assume th e risk of price fluctuations. 
Th ey bet th at prices will be h igh er or 
lower month s from now. If righ t, th ey 
collect th eir reward for taking th e risk. 
In accepting th is risk th ey relieve 
th e processor or grower or distributor 
of any doubts about h is cost of doing 
business. He can ascertain ex penses 
month s ah ead of th e time h is raw 
materials are sold or bough t.

It 
was only after she got well that I was 
told by a neighbor that you had warned 
against this. I really believe that you 
should write about this again and 
spare others the terrible experience 
that we had.

Dear Mrs. J.: 
I am indeed sorry that your child had 
aspirated or breathed a peanut into her 
lungs. You are fortunate that your 
doctors so readily made the diagnosis 
and extracted this foreign body. Too 
often, X-ray pictures of the lungs show 
a type of pneumonia which over­ 
shadows the presence of the foreign 
body. 
Many children, eating peanuts while 
laughing, running, and playing, can 
inhale a nut. Unless they cough it up, 
the nut may lodge somewhere in the 
bronchial tubes. 
Nuts are admittedly very nutritious. 
I do believe that they should be 
reserved, however, for children who 
are older and are sitting quietly while 
eating them. 


Dif­ 
ferences between them cannot be 
measured in percentages. The boy in 
your high school class who said that 
sniffing cocaine is not an addiction 
knows nothing about its dangers. Such

Cocaine is a highly dangerous drug. 
In addition to the psychological 
changes which it can produce, it is also 
extremely destructive to the entire 
lining membrane of the nose. 
I have seen patients whose septal 
wall that divides one side of the nose 
from the other is completely destroyed 
because of cocaine sniffing. 
The greatest danger, of course, is the 
rapidity with which cocaine sniffers 
progress to the use of more destructive 
drugs. Useful, fruitful lives are 
sacrificed when one falls into the trap 
of trying any drug “for kicks.” It is the 
ultimate hope that young people like 
you will learn the joys and rewards of 
living; joys that are infinitely more 
exciting aand exhilarating than the 
drugs which leave catastrophe in their 
wake. 


What is the danger of sniffing 
cocaine? Is it any less dangerous than 
heroin? We were discussing this in my 
high school ciass and one of the boys 
said that sniffing cocaine is not an 
addiction.

There 
are some things more dangerous than 
a preoccupied matron in a station 
wagon, but they are few. 
Even if the suburban night worker 
stays home in the daylight hours, the 
telephone is there to remind him of the 
all-engulfing presence of woman. 
It rings. His wife is somewhere in the 
basement doing laundry or casting 
spells. He panics, but he has no escape. 
He answers it.

The worst thing a suburban man can 
do at ll a.m. is answer his own 
telephone.

Even A $24,000 Family Finds Cutbacks Necessary 


MIAMI, Kla. (A P) - When sh** 
recently looked over last year’s family 
expenses, Barbara Hayes discovered 
to her surprise that the taxes withheld 
from 
her 
husband’s .paychecks 
equalled his total salary 12 years ago. 
“But I don’t feel I have much more 
money to spend now Blan then,” sin* 
said. “ Joe’s salary has gone up 
steadily, but our standard of living 
hasn’t. The cost of living has taken 
care of the extra money.” 
Starting this week Hayes, 37, will 
make approximately $26,000 a year in 
his new job as director of training an 
management development for Eastern 
Air Lines. His salary now is about 
$24,000. 
Despite the raise, the Hayeses, who 
say they’ve always been careful with 
money, are cutting back where they 
can. 
At the same time, they insist on 
keeping nonessentials in their budget 
which they feel are important for the 
development of their family: a private 
school for one daughter, travel and 
more hobbies. 
Hayes, his 35-year-old wife and their 
two daughters, I^aurie, 12, and Wendy, 
9, live in a $43,000, four-bedroom home 
in an upper middle-class neighborhood 
in southwest Miami. 
The ranch-style, split-level house, 
which looks out on a golf course, is 
furnished simply but stylishly, with 
heavy Mediterranean furniture and 
thick shag carpeting. 
A black and white television set sits 
in one corner of the living room. 
“ We’ve deferred buying a color TV 
because of the price,” Hayes said. 
Carrying the house costs $350 a 
month for the mortgage and taxes. 
“1116 rooms are small and we have no 
pool. We really thought we could get 
more for our money,” Mrs. Hayes 
said.

An even greater shock to Mrs. Hayes 
has been the skyrocketing cost of food. 
She said her weekly bxs! budget of a 
tight $45 is a little more than she spent 
last year, hut at the same time she’s 
buying fewer groceries. 
“ Im boycotting tile meat counter 
roast lx»ef, steaks and even hot dogs, 
which went up 20 cents a package the 
last time I looked at them,” she said. 
Pm buying more chicken, fish, 
maracaroni 
and 
cheese, 
and 
spaghetti.” 
Mrs. Hayes usually makes a couple 
of shopping trips a week to two nearby 
supermarkets, buying most of her 
meat and produce at one and the rest 
of her groceries at the other. 
With her grocery list and a pocket 
calculator in hand, she pushed her cart 
down the superirmrket aisles on a 
recent shopping trip. 
She watched carefully for sale items, 
breaking her meat boycott to buy a 
canned ham, normally $6. but on sale 


for $4.99 SIM* picked up some packages 
of frozen perch 
three for a dollar — 
and several cans of tuna fish, on 
special for 39 cents. 
She .said she also tries to save money 
by not bringing her daughters shop­ 
ping with her. “ They talk me into 
buying things I wouldn’t buy other­ 
wise.” 
She buys few desserts or snack foods 
because of their cost and because 
“ Joe, I and I aurie are perpetually on a 
diet.” Mrs. Hayes said she usually 
l>uys name brands of groceries rather 
than the cheaper, house brands 
because of “ the big difference in quali­ 
ty.” 
The Hayses hope to cut their tran­ 
sportation costs by keeping their cars 
a 
1970 Maverick and a 
1972 
Plymouth — for at least six years or 
“ until they fall apart,” Mrs. Hayes 
said. 
“ What we would like to do is save for 
the purchase of our next cars after we 
finish paying our present ones off,” 
Hayes added. “ But we just can’t do it. 
The money’s not there.” 


Clothing is a budget item where the 
family also skimps, probably too 
much, Mrs. Hayes said. 
The girls wear .shorts all year 
round, and I wear pants and shirts,” 
she said. “ Most of the dresses and pant 
suits I buy are in the $20-$40 range The 
most expensive thing I own is a $75 
pant suit.” 
Hayes buys his clothes at a factory 
outlet or from an importer who has 
suits made in Hong Kong. 
“ I was a little upset recently,” he 
said, “ because I broke my own rule 
and bought a suit over $100. I only buy 
clothes when I run out of them. 
“The four of us used to go out to eat 
once a week, Mrs. Hayes said. “Now 
we go out about twice a month.” 
Their entertaining consists of having 
several couples over for cards, snacks 
and drinks. 
Hayes buys little liquor. “ We bought 
five fifths of booze in the Virgin Islands 
last year and we still have some of it,” 
Mrs. Hayes said. 
The Hayeses said they have tried to 
economize on little expenses as well as 


large ones. 
Mrs. Hayes stopped going to the 
beauty parlor each week “ because it 
lathered me to look at that $5 stub in 
the checkbook and know that the 
product lasted only one day.” 
Hayes is also trying to keep the 
family’s credit card and charge ac­ 
count spending to a minimum. 
Because American Express charges 
$15 a year for membership, he dropped 
that card in favor of Master (Charge, 
which has no fee. 
His wife had accounts at three 
department stores, but Hayes has 
stopped one temporarily. 
Despite the burgeoning cost 
of 
practically everything, Hayes tries to 
save between 15 and 20 per cent of his 
gross income. 
His company’s credit union takes out 
a certain amount every month for his 
savings account and savings bonds. He 
also has several life insurance policies. 
“ But the money is not all tucked 
away,” Mrs. Hayes said. “ The down 
payment for the house came from 
savings. When we travel, we take it 


from 
savings. 
When 
we 
want 
something for the house, we also take 
the money out of the account.” 
There are some luxuries the Hayeses 
refuse to relinquish, like travel. 
Because of Hayes’ airline job, the 
family gets a substantial discount on 
air travel, and they take advantage of 
it whenever they can. 
The whole family recently went to 
Bermuda and Joe and Barbara have 
spent several 
weekends 
in 
the 
Caribbean. 
Every year, they spend a week with 
their fam ilies in the State 
of 
Washington. 
“Travel is a luxury that would be 
difficult for us to give up,” Hayes said. 
“ I want my kids to be able to travel 
and see things we weren’t able to see 
when we were their age.” 
The Hayeses also spend $115 a month 
to send Ijturie to Kendall Academy, a 
private school. 
“ We’d like her to have a more 
developed sense of responsibility 
before she goes to the public junior 
high school next year,” he said.

The reason for this change in the law 
is that the average disabled person 
uses seven times as much hospital 
services, and three times as much 
physician’s services, as a non-disabled 
person. This added financial burden 
happens at a time when a person’s 
income is limited so that he cannot 
afford to pay these bills, or to pay for 
private health insurance. 
The Medicare program consists of 
two parts. Part A, or hospital in­ 
surance, pays for inpatient hospital 
services, extended care benefits in an 
approved skilled nursing home, and 
services provided by an approved 
home health agency. Part B, or sup­ 
plemental medical insurance, pays for 
physician’s services, emergency and 
outpatient hospital services, and for 
certain necessary durable medical 
equipment. 
Prescription 
drugs, 
medicines, eyeglasses, and ordinary 
dental services are not covered by 
Medicare. 
IT ere is no charge for hospital in­ 
surance (Part A) under Medicare as 
part of tlx? social security contribution 
withheld from a worker’s paycheck is 
earmarked for hospital insurance. 
However, there is a monthly premium 
of $5.80 for medical insurance (Part 
B>. Medical insurance is voluntary and 
a person may decline to enroll if he so 
chooses. If he does enroll for Part B of 
Medicare, the $5.80 premium will be 
withheld from his monthly social 
security check. 
Those entitled to disability benefits 
consist primarily of three groups of 


lieneficiaries. First are the disabled 
workers who have been determined 
unable to engage in any substantial 
work, and who have worked enough 
under social security to meet the work 
requirement for disability benefits. 
The second group includes willows age 
50 or older who receive survivor 
I*.* no fits because they are unable to do 
any gainful work The third group 
includes disabled children whose 
disability started prior to age 22. 
Before the change only children 
disabled prior to age IB could receive 
lienefits on the parent’s account. 
In addition to the above three 
categories, the amendments also 
extend Medicare coverage to certain

School ‘Cooperatives' Eyed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
The state 
of Ohio hopes to try out a form of 
cooperative with a group of school 
districts to see if it can improve in­ 
struction and cut costs. 
Educators call the experiment an 
educational resources district, but the 
title merely means that a number of 
districts 
perhaps several counties 
would share certain administrative 
arid teaching services. 
'Die general idea is that schools 
would save money buying books and 
supplies for many students over each 
district buying for a few, or that some 
sophisticated services, say a com­ 
puter, could Ire afforded for a large 
group of students but not for a smaller 
group 
The experiment would cost the state 
$250,WK) in the fiscal year ending July 
I, 1974, and $5W),WM) for the fiscal year 
ending July I, 1975. 
"No definite decision has been made 
on what group will be a part of the 
model," said Dr. Paul Spade, assistant 
superintendent of public instruction. 
"Basically the problem is that many 
districts, maybe onehalf of them, have 
fewer than 5,000 pupils. 'These districts 


aren’t big enough to provide the full 
range of services that is needed." 
Such an educational resources 
district is .spelled out in the ad­ 
ministration’s budget bill, House Bill 
No. 86. It would serve a minimum of 
35,WK) pupils, maybe far more. 
"In a metropolitan district, perhaps 
only one* county would ta; included," 
said Dr. Spade, "but in Appalachian 
counties maybe as many as a dozen 
would la* grouped." 
Such a cooperative resources 
district would help with curriculum in 
the purchase and revising of teaching 
materials, in the* selections of text- 
books and other materials. 
It would get into cooperative pur­ 
chasing of all manner of supplies. 
It 
would 
obtain 
educational 
statistical m aterial, information 
systems and financial accounting 
system s, virtually all operating 
aspects. 
Additionally, it would provide, for 
instance, psychological services not 
now available to small districts, even 
computer services. 
Computers figure to enter more and 
more int) teaching, but the use of a 


computer is pegged on a minimum of 
60,000 pupils. 
'Hie resources center concept is a 
part of a general desire among 
educators to make more economic 
units out of Ohio school districts. They 
have even talked about making all 
districts county-wide. 
"You can forget that," said a top 


education official, "that one will never 
happen." 
He meant tliat too many local 
pressures will prevent any general 
group of districts. Each community 
would figure it might come out poorly 
in a group, worse than alone.

of experts, was out-negotiating the 
United States. 
Since then the agency has been in­ 
strumental in negotiating some of the 
most important agreements of modern 
diplomacy: the Lim ited Test-Ban 
Treaty, the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty, 
the 
Washington-Moscow 
Hotline, and the first phase of SALT— 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks. 
In addition, the agency has built up a 
core of research and technology that 
provides the United States not only 
with the knowledge to carry on 
negotiations, but with the ability to 
monitor underground nuclear tests 
and to keep track of the flow of arms 
from nation to nation. 
And, while this is a disputed value, 
ACDA also is advertised by its sup­ 
porters, 
particularly 
those 
in 
Congress, as a counterweight to 
Defense 
Department advocates of 
increased weapons development. 
This was all done with a yearly 
budget that seldom exceeded SIO 


million and a manpower staff of no 
more than 200 persons 
But, in the last three months, the 
agency lost its director, its leadership 
at the SALT negotiations, 30 per cent of 
its budget, at least a dozen key em­ 
ployes, and nearly all its funds for out­ 
side research. 
The list of woes continues: Three top 
officials have been told they will be 
dismissed; the influential General 
Advisory Committee has been allowed 
to go dormant, and the number of 
ACDA representatives on the SALT 
delegation has been cut. 
The reasons differ, depending on 
who is talking. The administration has 
made no official statements, but 
sources indicate the cutback is part of 
I*resident Nixon’s over-all policy of 
taking direct control of all foreign 
affairs. 
Since the agency was established by 
Congress and had near-independent 
status, some of its goals did not always 
fall into the administration line. 
This is especially true concerning 
over-all strategy for use of nuclear 
weapons. ACDA officials generally 
have supported the concept of limiting 
nuclear power to the minimum 
number of weapons necessary to 
destroy enemy cities in a retaliatory 
attack. 
Nixon and Henry A. Kissinger, White 
House national-security adviser, favor 
a more flexible approach that encom­ 
passes a wider range of alternatives. 
In addition, Nixon is said to be 
anxious to avoid rankling such 
congressional critics as Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., who charged the 
ACDA-dom inated 
A m erican 
delegation gave too much away at the 
first-phase SALT talks. 
There has been a continuing struggle 
with Defense ever since the arms- 


control agency was established, with 
ACDA attempting to offset the 
military’s constant effort to build more 
and better weapons systems. 
Both ACDA and Pentagon sources 
acknowledge that the military has 
won. Agency supporters assert the 
administration has given in to military 
pressure. Also, with its unlimited 
resources, the military was able to buy 
its way in Congress, these critics 


maintain. 
The Pentagon sources answer that 
ACDA lost because it was unrealistic 
and tied to outmoded strategic 
thinking. 
Hiere is some hope in the* agency 
that congressional supporters may 
reinstate some of its money, but they 
acknowledge only Uh* President can 
restore its influence. 
And there is no sign that is likely.

Monday and an abortion is scheduled, 
according to Joseph M. Blaine of a pro* 
abortion group named Choice. 
Blaine says the abortion will be 
performed at a downtown office 
building, but refused to reveal the 
location. 
He says abortions would have teen 
performed sooner but physicians were 
concerned “ they might lose all their 
Catholic patients. 
‘ Sooner or later,” he added, “ it’ll 
break down, just like eating meat on 
Friday.” 
The abortion, if performed at the 


first of two non-profit clinics, would 
apparently be the first openly- 
admittcd action in Cincinnati since the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling against 
anti-abortion laws of most states in 
January. 
Blaine, who operates a company 
called Aero medic and says “ a big part 
of my business” comes from flying 
area women to New York for legal 
abortions, says doctors and patients 
are waiting to use the two clinics.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Blaming 
a $4 million reduction in federal funds, 
the Ohio Bureau of Employment 
Services is slashing its payroll by IO 
per cent, effective April 6. 
OBES officials confirmed Tuesday it 
has advised 340 employes they will be 
laid off that day. This time, they said, 
the layoffs are being made according 
to proper Civil Service procedures. 
The bureau earlier this month fired 
250 workers, but 200 of them were 
restored to their 
positions 
by a 
Franklin County judge who said 
proper procedures had not been 
followed. 
“ We finally developed a plan that 
takes into consideration seniority and 
effectiveness,” Bureau Administrator 
William Games said Tuesday. 
Games estimated that “ about 70 per 
cent” of those whose jobs had teen 
restored are being laid off again. 
More employes are involved in the 
latest cutback, Games said, because of 
the added strain put on the bureau 
budget by the court order reversing 
the previous layoffs.

limitation,” he said. “ We hope this will 
carry us through the fiscal year.” 
Games said he did not anticipate any 
further “ large number” worker 
cutbacks, although the bureau has 
been advised another budget cutback 
is planned for fiscal 1974.

If none of the 
research group, or even a low per­ 
centage, developed cancer over the 
years, it could mean the experiment 
lias discovered a cancer preventative, 
James said. 
In the experiment, conducted by 
James and Dr. Chester Southam, a 
Philadelphia immunologist, 
inmate 
volunteers were injected with live, 
human cancer cells in the period be­

“ It was found that even though the 
cancer grew in the arms for a certain 
period of time, in every case the 
cancer completely disappeared,”

He said the inmates may have 
developed a resistance to cancer. 
“ The crux of this project is what 
percentage of the 120 developed or will 
develop cancer.

U.S. Faces 
Trade Deficit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. is 
facing its second consecutive year-end 
trade deficit, but a Treasury Depart­ 
ment official sees signs of improve­ 
ment ahead. 
Paul Volcker, undersecretary for 
monetary affairs, said Tuesday that 
the value of exports rose 14 per cent 
over the past four months, while im­ 
ports increased 12 per cent. This, 
Volcker said, points to improvement in 
the trade picture, despite trade deficits 
for the months of January and Febru­ 
ary. 
A trade deficit occurs when more 
foreign goods are sold in the U.S. than 
are sold by this country to other 
nations. As a result, more money 
leaves the country than is paid into the 
U.S. economy. 
The deficit for February plunged to 
$476 million, compared to January’s 
deficit of $303 million. In February, the 
U.S. had imports totaling some $5.5 
billion and exports of $4.9 billion. 
The figures for January were $5.2 
billion for imports and $4.9 billion in 
exports. 


If a specific virus can be isolated in 
cancer, then it should In* possible to 
make a vaccine against the virus, 
similar to vaccines against measles, 
mumps and polio, he added.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. is 
facing its second consecutive year-end 
trade deficit, but a Treasury Depart­ 
ment official sees signs of improve­ 
ment ahead. 
Paul Volcker, undersecretary for 
monetary affairs, said Tuesday that 
the value of exports rose 14 per cent 
over the past four months, while im­ 
ports increased 12 per cent. This, 
Volcker said, points to improvement in 
the trade picture, despite trade deficits 
for the months of January and Febru­ 
ary. 
A trade deficit occurs when more 
foreign goods are sold in the U.S. than 
are sold by this country to other 
nations. As a result, more money 
leaves the country than is paid into the 
U.S. economy. 
Ute deficit for February plunged to 
$476 million, compared to January’s 
deficit of $303 million. In February, the 
U.S. had imports totaling some $5.5 
billion and exports of $4.9 billion. 
The figures for January were $5.2 
billion for imports and $4.9 billion in 
exports.

Firm Defends 
Pay Practice 


NASHVILLE, Term. (A P) - An 
official of the National Life and Ac­ 
cident Iasurance Co. has labeled 
criticism of the company in Senate 
testimony by a former agent as 
‘‘irresponsible and untrue.” 
C.A. Craig II, senior vice president 
for marketing at the Nashville com­ 
pany, said the Feb. 21 testimony by 
James F. Bena rd of Columbus, Ohio, 
was a “ hit-and-run attack which we 
had no opportunity to refute before it 
was given nationwide publicity.” 
Renard told a Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee looking into the in­ 
surance industry that he faces 
“ economic ruin" because National 
life required him to make good on 
defaulted premiums of policies he sold 
to college students. He said he owed 
$637 and has a “ potential liability of 
slightly over $10,000.” 
Craig said the company prefers to 
collect cash for life insurance 
premiums, but “ as a privilege to our 
agents we make available to them, 
through a commercial bank, a 
deferred payment plan for the first- 
year premium to be used at the agents’ 
discretion.” 
This deferred-payment plan calls for 
the policy owner to sign a promissory 
note which is then endorsed by the 
agent, and then the note is discounted 
at a bank, Craig said. If the policy 
owner later defaults on the note, the 
bank holds the agent who endorsed it 
responisble. 
“ This practice is used throughout 
the life insurance industry and has 
been for more than 20 years,” Craig 
said. He added that the arrangement 
and the liabilities involved were ex­ 
plained to Renard on five occasions 
during his hiring and training period. 
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W atergate Affair Creates New Credibility Gap 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A new 
version of an old issue, the credibility 
gap, may harm tin' Republican White 
House as detailed accounts of political 
espionage and wiretapping unfold in 
court and in Congress. 
Already, disclosures about cam­ 
paign spying have overtaken official 
White House denials of 
any 
in­ 
volvement. 
Now the question, along with what 
was said and contradicted, is what will 
remain unsaid because of President 
Nixon’s use of executive privilege. 
Nixon invoked that shield— created 
by custom and precedent, not by law - 
to prevent congressional testimony by 
former ami present members of his 
personal staff. 
The [Resident has said specifically 
that he will notallow John W. Pean III, 
counsel to the President, to testify 
before Congress in formal session. 
Pean will furnish information to 
Senate Watergate investigators, Nixon 
said, “provided it is pertinent to the 
investigation.” 
That leaves it to the White House to 
decide what is or is not pertinent. 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, the Democratic 
whip, said he suspected a White House 


coverup, despite Nixon’s assurance 
that executive privilege would not be 
used to prevent disclosure of em­ 
barrassing information. 
So far, indications are that the public 
doesn’t think much about the whole 
affair 
anyway.

George 
McGovern made no headway in his 
1972 campaign effort to turn the 
Watergate into a cutting issue against

Nixon addressed himself specifically 
to the credibility gap— a Democratic 
problem—in that 1968 campaign, and 
said: 
“ I think that a president must, 
wherever he possibly can. make the 
decision for more knowledge rather 


than less. I have great confidence in 
w hat the American people are able to 
assimilate, and I think, if you tell the 
American people the truth, they will 
make the hard decisions.” 
Early in his first term, Nixon issued 
instructions that were to have strictly 
limited the use of executive privilege.

IX)RAIN, Ohio (A P)—'Die court- 
appointed attorney for a Sheffield 
Township man accused of killing a 9- 
year-old girl has withdrawn from the 
case, citing fears for his wife’s wel­ 
fare. 
Adelbert Balunek of Avon I Lake 
declined to say, however, that he or his 
wife had been threatened. I Lorain 
Municipal Court Judge John S. Kolena 
granted die withdrawal request after 
Balunek said his wife was “ upset and 
frightened.” 
Timothy Papp, 21, was charged with 
first-degree murder Monday in the 
strangulation death of Roxie Ann 
Keathley, whose nude body was found 
in a wooded area on Ixirain’s outskirts 
last weekend. She had been missing 
since March 12. 
About 75 persons, including a hand­ 
ful of women demonstrating for a 
return to capital punishment, were on 
hand Wednesday at the courthouse in 
I Lorain, awaiting Papp’s arraignment 
on the charge. 
After approving the withdrawal of 
the attorney, however, Kolena post­ 
poned the arraignment to Friday, 
pending the appointment of another 
lawyer. 
Papp has been held in the Ixirain 
County jail on $250,000 bond since he 
was charged. He had been serving a 10- 
day sentence in the county jail on an 
unrelated charge when the sheriff’s 
department announced it had linked 
him to the case. 
Balunek declined to talk about his 
withdrawal outside the courtroom, but 
he told the judge that “ there have been

Both 
the deputy dog warden and the landfill 
involved are in Mahoning County to the 
north. Salem sits on the northern edge 
of Columbiana County. 
In fact, one of the women who 
rescued Dumpy stresses that she 
hopes the publicity given Dumpy will 
spur Mahoning County to reform its 
dog pound. 
“ We d heard reports of this kind of 
thing happening before at the dump,” 
she said. 
Mahoning County 
commissioners 
since have ordered the dog pound to 
switch to carbon dioxide gassing, 
because the commissioners said it 
would he more efficient and more hu­ 
mane than the exhaust bypass system 
used in the dog vans. 
Dumpy had been thrown from such a 
van into the path of a bulldozer, but he 
managed to stagger from its path. The 
deputy shot him but then left him for 
dead. 
The two women, Joyce Guiler and 
Jean Fluharty, heard the story that 
night and took flashlights to the dump 
in a pouring rain to find the dog still 
alive.
